Regulation

One week after the recent election 
the telephone and telegraph trust an- 
nouaoed a achama for starting a 910.- 
099,000 paatlon fund for the beneflt 
of Its employes. 

Of oourm ths capltsllgt newapapem 
everywhere spread themselves In 
lauding Ahls magnanimous proposi¬ 
tion. 

These pension schemes have become 
rather numerous of late. ‘This Is espo- 
olally true of tha public aer>ica cor¬ 
porations and that tha American Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph company, the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
and tha Western Electric company 
should line up all at once to not lo ths 
least surprising. 

These are the da)^ of regulation— 
the regulation of trusts and the regu¬ 
lation of competition. Any fdke rem¬ 
edy for the present national Indisposi¬ 
tion that will have a tendency to off¬ 
set fioctolltm to acceptable. This step 
by the wire and phone trust to just 
another confession that big business 
foars Socialism all tho year around. 

These are the corporations which, 
although thsy may be temporarily 
controlled through regulation by the 
government, must be very soon owned 
and operated by the government. 

By government regulation of theee 
monopolies their life under private 
control to merely extended. ^ 

It to ■ understood that these public 
service trusts are making all their 
contracts with the people and secur¬ 
ing a1 1 of their franchises with the 
promtoe of 7 per cent dividends be- 
oauae that to what they ore going to 
.be allowed on the fare of things by 
regulation. Then, of course. If they 
are ^ulng to have a 910.090.000 pen- 
xlofl fund, the regulators must also 
follow foi that and the people mus, 
foot this bin, too. 

It all works out so that under reg¬ 
ulation big business to asaured of good 
dividends, white the great mai^ of the 
people to eurt of nothing. 

In order to ehare In the pension 
scheme the employe must be of the 
docile variety of toller.

The last ramaaats of the Turkish 
emptr* will finally have to gtv* way 
to poHtioal units, wbloh are more 
tborenghty representative of capital¬ 
istic Idoaa Whether or not Constan¬ 
tinople remains a possession of ths 
sultan, the Turks will ceas* to rule 
aetnalty on European solL Here is 
not the place to Investigate the part 
pli^ed by the Russian rouble and \hs 
guinea tn ths hlirtofioal drama 
which takes place today tn eastern 
Europe. Both hastened the consum¬
